DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


Compulsion-Ambassador- 10/24. 3 pros-News, Mirror, 
Journal American- filed on dramatization of Meyer Levin's 
novel based on Leopold-Loeb case, presented by Michael Myer- 
berg. Powerful dramatization with incredibly tense perform- 
ances by Dean Stockwell and Roddy McDowall and a crackling 
performance by rest of enormous cast, sums Chapman, News. 
Raw and gripping version, melodramatic meat for those with 
strong stomachs, tough fare even for the hardy, okays Coleman, 
Mirror. Michael Constantine who replaced Frank Conroy at 
short notice should become a star as a result of his fine per- 
formance, Coleman predicts. The most ambitious production 
of the season, with the real star of the evening set designer 
Peter Larkin, comments McClain, Journal American, Dissent- 
ers in the slim majority found much fine acting in drama but 
on whole found it too much of a documentary and found the 
three and a half hour drama too long. Atkinson, Times, con- 
demned it for retain the filthiness of the subject it is por- 
trayed. As a drama it has a pedestrian quality and a lumber- 
ing, diffuse theatre form. He did find several touching scenes. 
A clinical report, not a play, added Kerr, Herald Tribune. 
Major fault Watts, Post, found was that author, whoever he may 
be, presented two plays at once, one a drama presenting the 
story graphically, the other a debate on the issues. Aston, 
World Telegram & Sun, agreed that it was more a parade of 
clinical shocks than a play. Journal American audience poll 
rated it 7 unanimous pros. 


Monique-Golden- 10/22 3 pros- Times,Post, World 
Telegram-Sun, -filed on Dorothy and Michael Blankfort's 
melodrama presented by Shepard Traube and featuring Pat- 
ricia Jessel and Denholm Elliott. Play based on same novel 
film "Diabolique'"' came from, Pro voters were definetly on 
the mild side. Though not the best thriller ever written it 
will do till a neater one canes along, concluded Atkinson, Times 
who enjoyed first act better than second. WTS man thought 
final two scenes the real shockers of the evening. A pretty 
good thriller is faint praise listed by Watts, Post. Con voters 
blamed script as being dull. Play dies before victim does, 
panned Chapman, News. Lack of tension in script and heavy 
hand of director Traube at fault, notes Kerr, Herald Tribune.
